David Rankin, of Tarkio, Atch- 
inson county, Missouri, who owns 
and manages 23,000 acres of land 
in Atchkson county, scattered 
over an area of forty miles, is de- 
scribed in the Indianapolis JNews 
as an all-round farmer who farms 
all the year round.

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FARM WORK THE . 
LATEST IN YEARS 

Commissioner O. B. Stevens Urges 
a Reduction In Cotton Acreage 
and Fertilizers Used on Cot- 
ton of One-Third at Least 
Frcm That Used the 
Past Two Years. 
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Atlanta, April 1, 1899. 
The year 1899 is a memorable one in 
the backwardness of all kinds of farm 
work, preparatory for the coming crop. 
The mouths of January and February 
were almost entirely lost, and the un- 
stable weather into March, has retarded 
fhe usual progress made in thisdireotion 
during last mouth. Under these cir- 
cumstances it is a fixed fact that alj 
crops of J890 must be planted much 
later than usual. 

Even with the corn crop in South and 
gouthwest Georgia, most of the usual 
planting in February was extended to 
March, while much of the March work 
of the corn crop in Middle, North and 
Northeast Georgia, will of necessity, be 
carried into i. ?r il this year. But late 
planting with deep and thorough prepa- 
ration at the start, is much better than 
slip-shod work and planting at an ear- 
lier period. Every intelligent farmer 
knows that more than half the work 
is done, in making, when a crop is put 
in after this kind of preparation. But 
there is one oiherreason why late plant- 
ing and deep and thorough preparation 
of soil should go together this year, 
which I submit to your refleotii n. 

I refer to a fixed natural law that 
regulates the labor of farmers through- 
out the world, and enables them to turn 
the sunshine and rain God sends us to 
their own profit. 

It is this: That the mean annual rain- 
fall in any given locality, whether 10 
inches or 110 inches a year, does not 
vary much, either in any gives year or 
series of years. 

In most of the states east of the 
Mississippi, we have had 
of rainfall, commencing last August 
and perhaps ending with February, for- 
tius reason the possibility or perhaps 
probability of a drouth more or less- 
protracted during the growing season of 
the coming crop would seem 
dicated; an additional reason why deep, 
and thorough preparation and late 
planting should go together, both ia 
corti and cotton this year. Every weak 
point in every terrace on the farm 
should be looked after and repaired so 
that rains that do fall during the corn- 
ing months of crop maturing will be 
consumed and utilized by the growing 
crop. With perfect terraces, deep prepa- 
ration and shallow culture afterwards, 
growing crops will be exempt from 
.drouths when compared to lauds that 
are un terraced. 

We have now arrived at the cotton 
planting month of April, the most 
critical in the history of the entire 
state, because on her agricultural pros- 
perity all other interests hinge or rest, 
either languish or prosper, upon the 
decision of the farmers of Georgia 
during this mouth touching the re- 
duction in acreage as well as in fer- 
tilizers of at least one third from 
that used the last two years, not only 
in Georgia, but in all the other states 
east of the Mississippi, and as substan- 
tial a reduction in the acreage of the 
cotton states west of it. The imperative 
necessity for the reduction will be seen 
by a short glance at the crops of 1898 
and 1899. 

The crop of 1897 was 8,750,000 bales, 
and sold for from 7 to 8 centB. The 
crop of 1898 was 11,200,000, and this dis- 
astrous crop brought less than $11,000,000 
more than the crop of 1897. In other 
words, 2,500,000 bales of the crop of the 
f«98 crop were sold at 4. 50per bale, weigh 
in g 507 pounds; so much for making more 
cotton than the world needs, and allow- 
ing the cotton spinners of Manchester 
to set the prio i on the entire crop, and 
the loss sustained on the present crop 
is much greater than on that of 189b, as 
many millions of it were sold at 3 cents, 
and some of it even less than this. 
There is now more than cotton enough 
assured to supply the world's needs the 
present year, or until next September. 
I know that the farmers of Georgia 
have been surfeited with newspaper 
advice in the management of their own 
business for years, but in this instance 
you are advised by one who will do 
more than practice the preceifis here in- 
culcated, both in the reduction of his 
own acreage devoted to cotton, as well 
as the quantity of fertilizers used by 
him this year. 

Georgia made more cotton than both 
the Oarolinas m 1898 and manufactured 
less of it than either, while the two 
Caroiiuas united consumed the entire 
crop of North Carolina and reduced the 
oottou crop of South Carolina 120,000 
bales in 1898. Georgia uses one-fourth 
of all the fertilizers used from Maryland 
and Virginia to Louisiana, including 
thntused on the wheat of the first and | 
*bt sng*r cans of the last! She has 
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taken the lead in the "all cotton" craze 
folly. For the past two year*, until the 
meshes of the spider web mortgages 
woven around her hospitable homes by 
the crop of 1898 that brought di: 
and ruin to very many, have redoubled 
their meshes on very many more in 
1S99. 

But Georgians have an almost infli 
nite power of active potential endur- 
ance and energy, and their helpmeett 
are in every way worthy of them if 
their work were shown to them. 

A farmer near Ailanta brought 100 
fine turkeys here lately and sold them 
for cash as quickly as cotton for $105 to 
the retail trade, a sum equal to seven 
bales of cotton at 3 cents! They cost 
absolutely nothing but care and protec- 
tion while young. They live on insects, 
bugs and plenty of corn, and corn never 
ought to be sold off the farm in Georgia 
until after it has been fed to pigs and 
turkeys, worth 6 and 12 cents a pound, 
at least, dressed. The cotton bales cost 
$8 a bale to pick and cover per bale after 
it is made, leaving a net balance of $49. 
The farmer fancies that the bagging 
pays for itself, but there is a tare of 22 
ponuds deducted on all cotton exported 
—deducted from the price of every bale 
of cotton, whether consumed at home 
Or in Europe. 

A half million turkeys raised by the 
farmers' wives will be a labor of pleas- 
ure, leaving three-fifths for home con- 
sumption and two fifths for the market. 

Dressed turkeys can be sold 
cities at from 10 to 15 cents per pound 
through the winter and early spring 
months, and paid for on delivery, by 
using systematic business methods. Ev- 
ery city, town and village will furnish 
a market for them. 

The freight on such products would 
be from 10 to 15 cents per 100 pounds 
from any county to any city in Georgi 

Why should Georgia depend upon 
Tennessee for her dairy and poultry 
products, and on the west for nearly all 
of her mutton, beef and pork supplies? 
The only answer to this is that the cot- 
ton producers of Georgia have been ex- 
pending their entire energies on cotton 
for two years past, much to their 
sorrow, and have had no energies t 
peud on any other product of the soil. 
A half million bushels of sweet potatoes 
can be disposed of in the same way at 
stipulated price before shipment, and 
spot cash on delivery, and millions more 
for home consumption, as well as to fat- 
ten pork and poultry. They retail today 
at $1 a bushel in Atlanta, and i 
every other large city in the state, and 
never sell Itelow 50 cents, and farmers 
would not be compelled to market them 
at the lowest price, as they always 

It has been the custom for many years 
for farmers' wives to have a "cotton 
patch" to supply them with Christmas 
cash for family necessities or luxuries, 
but alas, like the large body of labor 
who "work on shares," nothing or next 
to nothing has been left of their 
"patches" after the picking and bag- 
ging were paid for. This year let her 
"cottou patch" be substituted with 
flock of 100 turkeys. She will findi 
pleasure in raising them and seeing- 
them grow up. At an average weight 
of 10 pounds dressed they will net in 
spot cash over $100, equal to four bales 
of middling cotton at 5 cents on the 
plantation, besides helping in a small 
way to reduce the volume of Georgia 
cotton that has well nigh ruined Geor- 
gia the past two years. By the end of 
this month an approximate estimate of 
the coming crop will be arrived at and 
by the last of May the statisticians will 
be able to give the exact acreage in cot- 
ton planted, the amount of fertilizers 
used, and on these two as basis give 
their estimate of the coming crop in 
bales for 1899 and 1900; the Neils 
among them giving a large margin to 
their guess work, in the interest of the 
cotton manufacturers of the world, and 
by this means robbing the cotton pro- 
ducers of the south, as they have doue 
in the crop of 18S9. Already they are 
boasting and assuming that the small 
grain crops destroyed by the severe win- 
ter in Arkansas, west of the Mississippi, 
as well as in Georgia and states east, 
will new undoubtedly be planted or re- 
planted in cotton. If these predictions 
come true in Georgia or Arkansas it 
will be hailed as a sure omen for another 
large 4-ceut cotton crop, and irretrieva- 
ble ruin to the cotton producers. But 
we have an abiding faith in the cotton 
producers of Georgia aud we shall con 
tinue to cherish it for one or two months 
longer. Georgia farmers learn nothing 
from didactic instruction, like school 
children. The intelligence of the aver- 
age agriculturist is as broad and his 
mind as clear as his city merchaitit 
usin. What he wants are cold facts 
plain language, and these he can deal 
with and master as easily as they are 
presented to him. Debt, debt, for many 
its has put him in the position of the

But his creditors accept cotton only 
on all debts due them. All other agri- 
cultural products are valueless. Cotton 
alone brings spot cash, say they, and 
yet the south in past years has paid out 
millions annually for sun oured grass 
to feed the stock engaged in making 
cotton to glut the cotton markets of the 
world with. We have already shown 
Jthe utter impossibility of the farmer 
ever being able to cancel that $1,000 
mortgage with cotton, by the actual 
sale of seven bales at S cents per pound, 
.counting only the a,ctual cost of picking 
.and covering it, if to this were added 
the cost of picking, chopping, hoei 
and cultivating, we leave others toco 
pute how much pf the net proceeds 
that seven bales would be left to credit 
that $1,000 mortgage with. 

Let those who blame even the all cot 
ton farmer put themselves in his place. 
All cotton producers in Georgia and in 
all the other old cotton states east of 
the Mississippi have been too much on 
the "all cotton" plan in the past years, 
with Georgia far in the lead. We have 
tried faithfully to make this matter 
plain in cold facts and figures, and the 
necessity of raising not only an opulent 
abundance but a superabundance of all 
food supplies for man and beast, not 
merely for home consumption on the 
farm, but for every produot of the farm 
that will find a spot cash market in 
every village, town and city in the state, 
and at more remunerative prices than 
cotton ever brought. A few only of 
these have been indicated by us, because 
every farmer can supply many addi- 
tional products that will bring them the 
hard cash for himself. 

The farmers of Georgia are the poor- 
est people in the state, I mean the cot- 
ton raising farmer. A woman cotton 
mill hand can make $30 to $40 per 
month, and has more money than the 
average farmer has seen the past two 
years. He has been trying to clothe 
the world at his own private expense. 
He sold in 1897 and 1898, 2,500,000 bales 
of his best cotton at less than 1 cent a 
pound. He has been doing even more 
charitable deeds than this in 1898 and 
1899, but at heavy cost to himself aud 

The facts ars before you; the remedy 
is in your hands. If you heed them 
now the wrecks of the past two years 
may still be repaired. But if the farm- 
ers of Georgia are saved from hopeless 
bankruptcy and ruin it can only come 
to them by a reduction of the acrege in 
cottou and in fertilizers devoted to the 
production of cotton this year of at 
least one third of each.

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Trees Injured by 
the Krbruarj 

Question.— To what extent did the 
February freeze injure the fruit 
Georgia, and is there any 
frozen trees? 

Answer. —The unprecedented cold 
wave that swept over the state last Feb- 
ruary greatly injured fruit trees in 
many sections of the state, and it is 
highly important that such trees should 
be properly treated at once, that the 
damage may be overcome as much as 
possible. 

Peaches, plums and figs have suffered 
most, while apples and pears seem to 
be very little damaged. Of the 
the Alexanders and Tillotsons at 
most injured.

Young trees from nursery stock to 2 year 
orchard trees have escaped with little 
damage. Unfortunately the principal 
injury is to the trunk of the trees. The 
bast tissues aud the cambium layer of 
the bark are frozen and blackened from 
the surface, of the ground up to 12 
inches or more, and in a few cases the 
bark is loosened from the trees. Us 
ually, however, there are about 2 or 3 
inches of bark on one side of the tree 
that escaped ireezinir. Tins green streak

Sonic important changes liar* 
been made since last year in re- 
gard to the manner of making tax 
returns. It would require too 
much space to mention all of them. 
The writer would call the attention 
of those concerned to some of the 
most important: 

Money. — Those having money 
to return must, in separate entries, 
giye, 1, The amount of money 
deposited in bank in this State; 2, 
the amount deposited in banks 
outside of this State; 3, tjp,e 
amount deposited with merchant 
or other person; 4, the amount not 
on deposit. 

Obligations for money. — 1, 
Must giye the number of notes 
(no matter where they are), solvent 
or insolvent, secured or unsecured, 
owned on the day fixed for the 
yal nation of property; 2, must 
give the gross nominal value there 
of; 3, give the fair market value 
of same, Accounts must be return- 
ed in the same manner as notes; 1, 
the number; 2, the face value; 3,' 
the market value. Also judgments 
fi. fas., and executions must 
returned in like manner. 

Merchandise. — Those engaged 
in the mercantile business must 
give: 1, the gross invoice cost, 
with freights added, of their entire 
stock of goods, etc. ; 2, the fair 
market value of same. 

Manufactories. — Their rcprcsen 
lives must be given in separate 
entries: 1, the nominal value or 
cost of their real estate and ma- 
chinery; 2, the market yalue oi 
same. Money, notes, and accounts 
must be returned as shown above. 
Non-resident taxpayers, fe- 
males, and sick persons can make 
out their returns and be qualified 
[»', by any officer who can 
administer an oath, and send them 
to the Receiver; but all others are 
equired by law to make their 
returns direct to the Receiver, and 
must be qualified by him to the 
same. So don't waste postage 
sending by mail; don't waste time 
asking the Receiver to copy last 
year's return. 

Remember the elate for return- 
ing property has been changed 
from 1st of March to 1st of Feb- 
ruary, It is the property owned 
the first of February that must be 
returned for taxes.

I He Prophesied His own Death 

pri the Day Before the 

Battle. 

Many an old soldier can tell 
tales of premonition and portent 
that would convert the stoutest 
scofferjto a belief in the existence of 
what is indefinitely term by psy- 
cologists "the sixth sense." The 
following reminiscence of the civil 
war, delivered by a white bearded 
Ohio veteran, is a case in point:

I finally 
became conyinced myself that he 
may have had a premonition and 
importuned him not to go into the 
battle. He said it would not do for 
him to get a sick leave, even if his 
health was bad— he was just about 
sick — for the boys would call him 
a coward. A braver boy never 
lived, and 1 told him so. I finally 
got his consent to let me go to the 
lieutenant colonel and get him 
detailed for headquarters work 
during the,,coming engagement. I 
did so, being frank with the colo- 
nel and telling him eyerything. 
He at once granted the request and 
wrote out the desired order, i gave 
it to Frank that night and thoiight 
he was safe. The -nesjl morning, 
however, he refused to obey and 
insisted that if he failed to go into 
battle with the rest of us the boys 
would question bis bravery. We 
went into the engagement, and 
Frank fell dead at the first volley 
from the enemy."

The Philippine Situation. 

The end of the war in the Phil- 
ippines is indeed a long way off, if 
the statement credited to an Amer- 
ican officer on the scene that we 
need a force of 100,000 men to 
pacify the islands proves true. It 
will take quite a longtime to con- 
vince the war department that a 
force so large is needed. Then, 
more time would be consumed in 
getting the men ready for a start. 
In fact, it would be a year or more 
before the war department could 
manage to get 100,000 men to the 
Philippines. How long it would 
take an army of such size to pacify 
die islands is purely a matter of 
speculation. We trust, howeycr, 
that such a large force will not be 
necessary, provided the admin 
istratiou is determined to carry oi 
the war against the Filipinos. 

The war in the Philippines in the 
opinion of a great many .people, 
was entirely unnecessary, to begin 
with. The idea of sending 100,000 
men to face the dangers of such a 
climate is repugnant to a great 
iany Americans. In an army of 
such size, hundreds of man would 
die from exposure to the climate, 
and hundreds of others would 
return home -shattered in health, 
and subjects for the pension rolls, 
even if they never fired a shot at 
the enemy. The war iu the Phil- 
ippines should be brought to a 
speedy close, in some way. — En 
quirer— Sun.

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Cotton Is Given Advice. 
To the State Chemist, Atlanta, Ga,: 

Dear Sir— I am a young farmer al- 
zuoit discouraged with farming and the 
low prices of cotton. I had thought of 
devoting more attention to my stock, 
and write to ask if chemistry can 
throw any light on that subject, as all 
farmers admit that it does on the sub- 
ject of fertilizers. Can you give some 
good formulas for feeding? I have a 
good common schooi education, but

stand what you say. 
To A. B. C: 

Dear Sir — Your letter received, and 
the questions you ask open up a wide 
field for discussion, and are of the great- 
est practical importance, not only to the 
farmer, but to the general prosperity of 
the whole country. 

Yes, chemistry can throw a great 
flood of light on the subject of stook 
feeding, which is a part of the general 
subject of animal nutrition. The sub- 
ject is usually treated last in nearly 
all works on agriculture, but I am 
now going to write to you about it 
first, because you seem specially inter- 
ested in it, and also because I believe 
that if a general and intelligent inter- 
est in the subject of stock raising could 
be awakened in the country it would do 
more for our agricultural regeneration 
than any one thing that I can think of. 
I could answer the main question of 
your letter at once by giving you some 
formulas for feeding, but I am not 
going to do that because you would not 
»ee any sense in it, or any good reason 
for it, and I desire that you should un- 
derstand the principles of feeding first, 
then you will take an intelligent inter- 
est in it, and be more successful in it 
than if ycu went at it blindly by mere 
"rule of thumb." I am goiDg to as 
■ume that there are numbers of farmers 
like yourself in Georgia with limited 
but fair education, who are disgusted 
with the all cotton policy, and that this 
letter addressed to you personally is also 
of interest to them, and so I shall print 
it in the "Monthly Talks" of the 
niissiouer of agriculture, that it may 
have a wide circulation among the 
farmers, and perhaps be of interest and 
benefit to them as well as yourself to 
whom it is addressed. I expect to write 
one of these letters for each of the 
"Monthly Talks," according as I may 
find opportunity and time to spare from 
my other duties, and to continue them 
as long as I think I have anything of 
practical value to say to the farmers. As 
I am not writing these letters for those 
well versed in scientific agriculture, 
but for beginners, I shall commence 
with elementary principles. 

I will discuss in a brief manner some 
of the principles of animal nutrition or 
of feeding. 

The animal body is composed of water, 
that constituting from 40 to 60 per cent 
of it, and also of protein, fat and ash, of 
which bast bones are the chief part. The 
protein of the body includes all of the 
matter in the body containing nitrogen. 
The lean meat, the casein of milk or the 
curd, the white of eggs, or albumen are 
all forms of protein The term albu- 
minoids, derived from albumen, is often 
used to mean the same as protein, al- 
though that use is not strictly correct. 
The albuminoids are a class of'bodiesin- 
oludd under the general name of pro- 
tein. The flesh, the skin, the hair, the 
muscles, the heart, the liver, the brain, 
the blood, the nerves, all the internal or- 
gans, the nails, the horns, the hoofs and 
in fact a large part of the bones all consist 
largely of protein. So we see this sub- 
stance, protein, is indeed a most im- 
portant one; life cannot exist without 
it, and when we go into the market to 
buy it in its most concentrated forms, 
as in beef, mutton, pork and millk, we 
find we have to go down into our pock- 
ets just a little deeper than for the other 
necessaries of life. The carbohydrates 
and fat are also necessary to animal life. 
The word carbohydrate is derived from 
carbon (of which charcoal is a good ex- 
ample) and the word hydrate is from 
the Greek for water. An example of a 
pure carbohydrate is starch, we eat it 
usually in the form of meal, flour, rice 
and potatoes, of which it forms the 
greater part. Sugar is the first cousin 
of starch (indeed it can be made from 
it) and is also included under the term 
carbohydrates. These carbohydrates 
are the principal source of the fat of 
our bodies, and are the chief source of 
animal heat and the energy of the body, 
in fact they arc a sort of fuel, and are so 
to speak burned in the body, heat and 
work being a result of their oxidation 
or burning, just as heat and work or 
motion are a result of the burning or 
oxidation of coal in an engine. So we 
Bee these carbohydrates are important, 
but we also find they aire cheap as com- 
pared with protein; why are they cheap? 
Because as their name implies they are 
derived from the very abundant and 
cheap substances, water and carbon. 
The water is given us free in the form 
of rain, and the carbon also in the form 
of carbonic acid, which is breathed out 
continually into the atmosphere by every 
living aniinil on the surface of the 
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why does it not stifle and 
, as it would if poured into 
the rooms where we live? It is because 
all plant life lives on it, the great forests 
absorb it, the crops of wheat, corn 
cotton oousume it, the lilies and the 
roses eat it and drink it. They take 
this deadly gas into their wonderful lit- 
tle bodies, and work it over and over, 
together with the water which they 
suck out of the soil, until they tur 
back again into the very starch from 
which it started, and deposit it in their 
cells to be consumed by men and other 
animals again and again in a wouderous 
never ending cycle. 

We see now why the carbohydrates 
are cheap, because they are never used 
Up, because they form an endless chain. 
Do what we will with them, eat 
them up, burn the in up, they "bob up 
again serenely," ready for fresh con- 
sumption. They come out of the air 
which is free to al', and all that they 
can cost is the labor connected with 
handling and getting them into market- 
able shape. But you ask is not the 
same thing true of protein? No, in- 
deed, and in my next letter I will give 
you some of the reasons why protein is 
more costly.

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Question.— Please give me all the in- 
formation you can in regard to rescue 

Answer.— Rescue grass is probably 
the finest grass for winter grazing, and 
the most prolific grass of southern lati- 
tudes. The grass requires a rich loamy 
soil, and comes up in September, grow- 
pidly during even the the coldest 
r. It affords a rich pasturage of 
lost succulent stems and leaves 
to May 1, or it may be 
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ing April and May, and then allowed to 

^tnre a crop of seed, which in gather- 

r will shatter, or leave enough seed 

the groudd to reseed the land, so 

that one sowing, it' properly treated, 

will suffice. After mowing two or three 

times, from 100 to 150 bushels of seed 

may be made on an acre. The seed may 

be sown from June to February. 

There are some peculiarities about 
this grass seed. They will not germi- 
nate in summer. The colder the weather 
in winter, the faster it grows, unless 
the stems have commenced jointing, 
when a freeze will kill it down, only to 
come out again, however, greatly in- 
creased in thickness. When not mowed, 
the grass grows slowly, but when it is 
mowed or grazed upon, the growth is 
hastened. The plats upon which the 
grass has been sown can be broken up 
from June 1 to 15, fertilized and sown 
in peas, or planted in corn and field 
beans. By this method the grass will 
not only be improved, but splendid crops 
of peavinehay, or of corn and beans can 
ide. The seed that are left on the 
id in May will lie dormant until 
aol nights in September. 
i seed are quoted by seed men at 
snts per pound, but about 100 
is may be obtained from Dr. A. 
M. Winn & Son of Lawrencevilie, Ga , 
at 15 cents per pound, or 12 cents per 
pound if as much as 10 pounds are 
bought; also 150 pounds can be obtained 
from Mr. J. T. Baxter of Suwanee, Ga., 
at the same price. The foregoing in- 
formation is furnished largely by Mr.

Question. — Please give me some gen- 
eral information in regard to the culture 
of upland rice. 

Answer. — The following pi n is prac- 
tically that of W. H. Dickey of Abbe- 
ville, a successful grower of upland rice: 
Low or hammock land is preferable for 
the planting of upland rice; in order to 
guard ;■ eaiust drouth, however, the soil 
should not be wet. Break the laud deep 
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harrow if there 
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inches apart. Put i 
300 pounds of good 

izer, or barnyard manure can be used 
with good results if well pulverized. 
Drop the rice 12 to 14 inches apart, put- 
ting 12 to 20 grains in a hill, and cover 
the same with a fork plow. 

After this is done, the rice can be cul- 
tivated with very little trouble. Plow 
shallow, using the scooter and scrape, 
and about two workings will be all that 
necessary. One bushel of rice will 
nt from two and one-half to three 
es, which on good land and proper 
ill yield from 25 to 30 bushels 
rice per acre. One bushel of 
rice, when husked, will yield 
about 25 pounds of beautiful white rice, 
which has an excellent flavor, and is 
msidered by many to be far superior 
any other rice that can be found on 
ie market.

TREATED RIGHT. 

Sam Holt Burned at t 
Stake. 

Sim Holt, the negro murderer 
of Alfred Cranford and the assail- 
ant of Mrs. Cranford, was captur- 
ed in Macon county last Sunday 
night by J. R. and J. L. Jones, 
and burned at the stake in the 
the presence of 2,000 people nea r 
Newnan. The black brute had 
been hiding near their plantation 
since Friday. 

This is the negro fiend who a few 
nights ago slipped up behind Mr. 
Cranford while he was at supper 
and split bis head open with an ax. 
Then he tore a little child loose 
the wife of the dead man, 
threw it into the pool of blood 
from its fathers wound. 
The wife was seized, choked, 
thrown upon the floor and then 
d, after whioh he robbed 
the house. 

After the negro was captured 
the crowd allowed him to be car - 
ried and turued oyer to the sheriff 
so that his captors could get the 
reward, which money they pro- 
pose to give to Mrs. Cranford, 
Then he was taken away from the 
sheriff and carried to a pine tree 
within a mile and a quarter of 
Newnan, where he was stripped 
and a northern man poured oil on 
him. 

Before the fire was lighted his 
left ear was severed from his body, 
Then his right ear was cut away. 
During this proceedings he uttered 
not a sound. 

Other portions of his body 
mutilated by the knives of those 
who gathered about him, but he 
was not wounded to such an ex- 
tent that he was not fully 3<>n- 
scious and could feel the excrutiat- 
ing pain. 

Oil was poured over the wood 
that was placed about him and 
this was ignited. 

The scene that followed was one 
that will never be forgotten by 
those who saw it, and while Sam 
Holt writhed and performed con- 
tortions in his agony, many of 
those present turned away from 
the sickening sight and others 
could hardly look at it. 

Not a sound but the crackling of 
the flames broke the stillness of the 
place and the situation grew more 
sickening as it proceeded. 

The stake bent under the strains 
of the nogro in his agony and his 
suffering cannot be described, al- 
though he uttered not a sound. 
After his ears had been cut off 
s asked about the crime, and 
then it was that he made a full 
confession. 

At one juncture before the 
flames had begun to get in their 
work well, the fastenings that held 
him to the stake broke and he fell 
"forward partially out of the fire. 

He writhed in agony and his

GRAND JURY 

ntments at April Term 
of Lumpkin Superior 
Court. 

We, the [grand jurors for the 
courty of Lumpkin chosen and 
swora to serve at the April Term, 
1899, of the Superior Court of 
said county, beg leave to make the 
following presentment: 

Through appropriate commit 
tees we have examined into the yn 
rious offices and institutions in the 
county (see report of Finance 
Committee.) 

The dockets of the Justices of 
the Peace and Notaries Public of 
the seyeral malitia districts of the 
county we find correctly kept ex- 
cept J. W. Brown of Wahoo dis 
trict, 1051, J. P. cost not being 
itemized. 

We find vacancies exist in the 
office of Notaries Public in the fol- 
lowing districts: 1252, Highlow- 
er district, 1352nd. Mill Creek dis- 
trict, 1116, Chostatee district, 
1244, Frogtown district, 821, Au- 
raria district. We recommend 
the appointment of James L. Heal- 
an for Hightower district, Edwin 
Corn for Mill Creek district, J. B. 
Reese for Chestatee district, Win. 
Grindle for Frogtown district and 
Peter Duncan for Auraria district. 
We have examined the county 
jail and find it clean and well kept. 
We find that the water runs under 
the jiil and we recommend that the 
ground be so graded as to run the 
•water from the house. Also that 
four iron cots be furnished and 
matresses for the same. We find 
the water closet in bad condition 
•which should be attended to at 
odcc and that some disinfectant be 
kept in the jail to be used in the 
•water closet. We recommend that 
the fence about the grounds be re- 
paired, and that the pump and wa- 
ter tank be put in condition so that 
it can be used — the iron pipe that 
runs from the tank into the jail be 
run straight instead of going un- 
der the ground. 

We find the public roads in bad 
condition, the town roads not ex 
cepted. We recommend the fol- 
lowing changes: 

First, The road in Frogtown (lis 
trict to run from near John Sar- 
eents house; a wooden bridge to 
be built near the Garnet mine 
across the Chestatee river. The 
road to run from said bridge 
on the best grade, to intersect with 
the old road near Jackson branch, 
so called. The above road to be 
located by a competent surveyor, 
Second, We recommend that the 
Bearden bridge road be changed 
each way from the bridge by a 
competent surveyor. On the on 
posite side of the bridge, to run 
tip the right hand branch out by 
Parrish's house, intersecting the 
present road near Wm. Stringers 
house. From this end of the 
bridge the road to be built on the 
best grade as determined by the 
surveyor. We request the ordi- 
nary to have the above changes 
made at once at the expense of the 
county after the road hands have 
put in their full number of days. 

We recommend that the road 
commissioners make the following 
changes, to-wit: The road lead- 
ing by Peck's Chapel. Start in 
the road running by the old John 
Peck house to the foot of the hill, 
turning to the left, intersect with 
tbo present road in the flat this 
si.leofLtbc Robert White old 
house. 

We recommend that the ordii 
ry make all other changes neces 
ry on all the roads and that he 
have the changes surveyed by a 
competent surveyor and get all 
roads in good repair as fast as he 
is able to do so. 

We have examined the poor 
bouse through a committee of our 
body. The report is hereto at- 
tached. 

We could not find a late list of 
pensioners, so are not able to re- 
port on that. 

We find that parties who have

FINANCE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

Lumpkin Superior Court, 
April Term, 1899. 
To the Grand Jury of said term: 

We bog to make the following 
report: We find the books of ex- 
sheriff Brooksher properly bal 
anced and closed up. 

J. M. Davis, present sheriff, has 
his book in good shape. We have 
carefully examined the charges of 
each and find them all right and 
properly balanced. 

We find the books of ex-clerk 
Moore turned oyer in proper shape 
and find that the present clerk, 
Mr. Wallace, is keeping his books 
neat and correct. 

We devoted some time to the in- 
solvent cost question running back 
to October Term 1881, and accor- 
ding to the records find the amount 
to reach the sum of $8,645.20 
in round numbers. Up to the 
October Term, 1898, fines iinpos 
ed and collected according to the 
record, from October 1881 to 1898, 
$7,954.40. Balance of insolyent 
cost to October '98, $690.80. The 
records show only $83 as money 
received from superintendants of 
chain gang for conyicts turned 
oyer to them. 

We have carefully examined the 
•ecords of ordinary Tate and find 
them correct and in good shape, 
showing aggregate amount of war- 
rants drawn against the county 
from October 15, 1898 tc April 
7th, 1899, $1,753.50. In two or 
three instances we could not find 
proper bills as vouchers for 
amount allowed. These amounts 
however, were very small.

We find through the finance 
committee that $1,640.98 has been 
deposited in the First National 
Bank of Gainesville, county funds, 
to the credit of H. D. Gurley, and 
we recommend that all county 
funds be deposited in the name of 
the county treasurer. 

The report of the special com- 
mittee appointed by the last grand 
jury to look up the tax fi. fas., has 
been received and shows that all 
money received from tax fL fas. 
has been turned over to the prop- 
er authorities. 

We recommend that the old tax 
digest in the ordinary's office bo 
bound and taken better care of. 
Also that the newspapers be bound 
according to law. 

We recommend that a room be 
furnished for the use of the tax 
collector and receiyer and that a 
room be furnished the clerk of the 
Superior Court down stairs in the 
courthouse. 

We find vacancies exist in the 
offices of jury commioners. We 
recommend Wm. G. Spencer in 
place of Caleb Seabolt, and W. H. 
McAfee in place of Joseph Allen. 
We recommend that the present 
finance committee serve for the 
present year. 

We recommend that our Re pre- 
sontative, Hon. F. Williams, be 
iquosted to use his utmost en- 
deavors to have a bill passed at the 
:t session of the legislature to 
establish a board of roads and rev- 
enues for Lumpkin county. 

■ecommend that the amount 
of $54.75, claimed by ex-tax col- 
lector J. W. Walker, be paid to 
him on a showing made to the ju 
•y that this amount was due him 
The ordinary turned in his ac 
count from April term 1898 to the 
present term 1899 for $133.33. 
We recommend that he be paid 
the sum of $100.00 far settlement 
in full for the above amount. 

We recommend that B. R. 
Meaders & Sons be paid $2.00 for 
furnishing team to take committee 
to pauper's home. 

We recommend that these pre- 
sentments be published in the Dah- 
lonega Nugget and Signal, papers 
published in Dahlonega and at the 
proposition of. these papers, they 
be paid 75 cents for each one hun- 
dred words, the same to bo equal 
ly divided between the two papers.
